1 HAVE the honour to state that I received from Colonel Wahab on the 5th instant 
a copy of his letter to the Secretary, Government of India, dated the 28th July last, 
which [had not before seen, The fetter, which was probably written before the receipt 
of the telegrams of the Government of India of the 26th July, is of a controversial 
character, but T think I may notice one point, viz., the remark in'paragraph 4 regarding 

pediency of mentioning, in the Treaty with the Mausatta, the outlying dependencies 
wa and Juban, 
Thave explained in paragraph 17 of my letter of the 2nd instant, sent by last 
il, that we purposely avoided tnentioning the dependencies of the tribes in the Treaties, 
The instructions of the Secretary of State were to avoid pledges likely to cause difficulty 
when demarcation takes pl Further, it has not been customary to name dependencies 
in Treaties with the Aden tribes. I do not think there is any instance in which 
dependencies have been named in such ‘Treaties. In the absence of v« wh fuller 
information than we possess, hi insert in a 


















































would, I  leen highly dangero 
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‘Treaty the names of dependencies which are on the borderland between the Yaffai-as- 
Saffal and Turkish territory. As far as our information goes, the Turks are likely to put 
in a claim to Juban, and nothing definite is known here about Nawa. 

8. I would add that, as T understand the position, it appears to be peculiarly the 
province of the Boundary Commission to detarmine the status of the outlying districts 
on the borders of the tribes within the sphere of British influence, and that any attempt 
on the part of this Residency to enter into stich questions would lead to complications, 
and possibly create those difficulties which I was specially instructed to avoid. 

4, With regard to the grievances of Ali Mohsin Askar and his quarrel with his 
uncle, Ali Askar, the Nakib of the Mausatta, which form the subject of Colonel Wahab’s 
letter, dated the Srd August last, « brief explanation is perhaps desirable. Ali Mohsin 
Askar, though usually regarded as the probable successor to the Chiefship of the 
Mausatta, and the person who carries on, in the name of his unicle, most of the business 
of the tribe, has no claim to have his riame inserted in a Treaty ; and if he had proposed 
this, his uncle would probably have disallowed i Mohsin Askar, besides 
what he has done for the Commission, has certainly beew of assistance in arranging the 
Mausatia Treaty, and in appeasings the foud between his uncle and Sultan Kahan. He 

placed, however, rather a high value on his services, and wanted a regular stipend for 
imself, ‘This was impracticable, stipends being only granted by Treaty ; but after much 
Aiscussion I told him that 1 would allow him a fixed sum out of the allotment for Darbar 
ch is at the disposal of the Resident.

but the whole dispute is a family affair, whieh, except at the present moment, would 
probably be of litle importance,” Ali Mohsin Askar lias apparently v0 play 
off the Commission against the Residency.

as theit Royal Highnesses, the Azad-es-Sultan, the Aiu-ed-Dowleh, the Sepahaalar, Haji 
Heha-ed-Dowleh, and their Excellencies the Mushir-ed-Dowleh, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs; the Nizanvul-Mulk; the Mushired-Sultaneh, Minister of the Treasury ; the 
Mukhber-ed-Dowleh, Minister of elegraphs, &, 

Tis Majesty made a speech to the following effect: “Mirza Ali Asgher Khan, who 
is our greatest servant, intends to resign on account of bad health and the worries of his 
‘luties, and intends to undergo a treatment, ‘The fact being known to us, we have 
accepted his resignation, but you, who are Ministers of our Government, will remain 
wily fall bower in vour posts; no change whatever will take place, and you are 
Personally responsible for the public duties entrusted to you. You must all bear in mind 
US Re consider our subjects as our children, and Pers as our home. Tw the same way 
that everyone tries to protect and edueate his children and. fiuds his own happiness it 
that of his family and defends his house, we are doing our beat for the welfare of our 
subjects and for the protection of Persia and the Monarchy. We, therefore, demand 
from you, who are brought up by our Government, to be si il to render us 
services by protecting our interests and carrying out our Royal intentions, You should

Sultan Mejid Mirza. Born about 1847, Son of Aznd-ed-Dowleh, and. grandson of 
Fath Ali Shah, Half-brother of the Sepah Salar (War Minister) and Seifsed-Dowleh 
(Governor of Asterabad), Was Governor of varions districts in Azerbijan for many years 
when present Shah was Valiahd, and married then, one of His Majesty's daughters. 
‘Was Master of the Horse to the Shah when first he succeeded, after being Governor of 
Mazanderan for a time. Appointed Governor of Arabistan, Bakhtfaristan, and Luristan, 
in 1899, recalled 1900; Minister of Royal Domains in 1901, and Governor of Tehran the 
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same year, which post he held till September 1903, after the fall of Amin-esSultan, when 
he became Minister of the Interior and virtually Chief of the Cabinet. Said to be i 
disposed towards Europeans and to be ignorant, but has great influence over the Shal 
Chief of the Inuer Cabinet of Four, consisting of himself, his brother the War 3 
Mushir-ed-Dowleh, and Mushir-esSultaneh. ‘The people were not very satisfied with his 
rule in ‘Tehran, and he was openly accused of peculation and extortion.

2. His Excellency Nizam-ul-Mulk. 


Mirza Abdul Vahab Khan. Grandson of the late Mirza Agha Khan Sadr Azam. 

Minister of 
Finance in 1895 and Governor of Fars in 1899, Was Governor of Tehran in 1898 for 
ashort time, but deposed through an unfortunate incident in which the Shah acted very 
shabbily towards him, A young Priuce hud his hand cut off for gross misconduct by order 
of the Shab, and when the populuce clamoured against his punishment, His Majesty turned 
upon the Nizaniil-Mulk, who had acted upon the Shab’s orders, and turned him out in 
disgrace, This instance occursed just after the return of the Amin-esSultau from Kom, 
Sail to bo reality and abou not bela has yood mauners aud is popular.

At the same time a considerable portion of the Shaibi country was 
surveyed. 

On the 4th instant Surveyor Mahomed Latif was unfortunately killed by a sudden 
attack of the villagers of Al Hadura. A separate Report on this matter, and. on the steps 
taken to punish the villagers, has already been sent to you, Apart from this. no trouble 
was experienced by the survey parties, Escorts always’ accompanied the Surveyors, 
varying in strength from ten to fifty men, according to the district to be traversed, 

“On the Sth instant Major Delamaia's column advanced to the River Ban 
on the Lith instant we urrived at the Rubiaten country, ‘The marches between Awal 
and Rubiaten were of a difficult nature,

The Yaffai were uot joined by any of the local people, and they were not in 
sufficient numbers to be ‘really dangerous, but I cons ie that Captain Shewell’s 
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arrangements were judicious, and that the smart repulse of the attack is creditable 
to all ranks. have no doubt that a much more severe attack would have been 
beaten off. 

‘The survey party, with its escort, under Major Delamain arrived this morning after

Houses are springing up on the southern side 
of the town, aid already there are two groups af houses known by the ames of “Salama” 
and *Carwa.” There ave two otlier groups of houses and eantens one to the south-west 
of the town, called “Natna,” and the other to the east, called “Shubra.” The former 
belongs to the Shercefs of the Chalil family and the latter to the Aun tumnily. ‘There are, 
two diferent springs which supply water to these two groups of gardens, aud that of 
Shubra gives the town also its greater portion of water-supply. The gardens in the 
vicinity of Tuif are watered s, of which every garden has one or two. ‘The water 
‘of all these wells is ood aud plentiful. 
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‘The land of Taif and its vicinity is very fertile, and all kinds of fruits and vegetables

On iy arrival there, T found 
that the Khaus had leit thein summer quarters at Chighakhor, and had moved to the 
Niouses inthe Chahar Matt district, in which they usually spend the spring and autuma 
mouths. 1, therefore, went first to Da: tqua, the residence of Mahommed Hassvin Khan 
Sipwlidar, who has, since the death of the late Sardar Asad, been appointed. by the Shah 
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Ikbain of the tribe. After seeing him Twent to Jonaghan, where Haji Hali Kali Khan 
and his brother, Haji Kbusrn Khan, Bahadur-ed-Dauleh, lived together, and rejoined 
the main road at Shalamgar, where Najaf Kuli Khan, Samsam-es-Sultaneh, has 
a house.

Without being able to say anything definite on the subject, T am under the impression 
that the appointment of the Sipahdar as Tikhain, if, indeed, it is really more than a 
temporary arrangement, is not altogether a popular one. ‘There is no doubt that thi 
brothers of the late Sardar are the most influential and powerful of the Chief; th 
Samsam-cs-Sultaneh is a man of great local influence ; Haji Ali Kuli Khan and hi 
brother, Babadur-ed-Dauleh, are both, I imagine, ambitious men, and. they will not be 
pleased to sce the Chiefship of the tribe given to the younger branch of the family. The 
Monazzini-ulMulk is married toa daughter of Haji Ali Kuli Khan, and it is rumoured 
that the latter would like to see his son-in-law put into his father’s place, but whether the 
Samsam-es-Sultaneh would concnr in this arrangement I am unable to say. ‘The three 
brothers appear, however, to be very united and to work entirely in common,

They could, I 
believe, easily be induced to undertake this, bat would probably require some. pecuniary 
help, and it would be necessary either to supply them with arms and ammunition, or at 
{east to allow them to purchase these for themselves. ‘The Persian Government, whose 
policy it lias always been to encourage dissension among the tribes, is hardly likely to look 
with favour on any scheme of this nature, but the road is to us an important ones we can 
do nothing to open it up until some sort of order is established in the country, and this 
seems under the circumstances the most effective method of doing so, A little experience 
of fighting would also be an excellent thing for the Bakhtiaris themselves, who have lived 
so long in comparative peace that they are in danger of losing the fighting instincts which 
they formerly possessed.

L HAVE the honour to acknowledge your letter of the 7th instant, forwarding a copy 
of a despateh of His Majesty's Minister at Tehran on the subject of the infringement of 
the Concession to the Imperial Bank of Persia by the issue of notes by the Russian 
Banque d'Escompte de Perse, and asking that the Directors of the Imperial Bank may 
furnish Lord Lansdowne with any observations on the points referred to by the British 
Minister, and especially as to the question of arbitration raised in his despatch and at 
the mecting nt the Persian Foreign Office, at which he was present. 

Your letter nnd despatelt were discussed at length hy the Board, and the opinion of 
the Directors was unanimous to leave the defence of their undoubted rights, repeatedly 
ihiemed by the British Foreign Office, by His Tuperiat Majesty the Shah himself aud his 
Ministors, to His Majesty's Legation and the British Government. 

He will he within, ection that the issue of illegal notes has for several years 
past oceasioned the Imperint Bank toss and anxiety. So much has been written on the 
subject and the views of the Board have been so often and so clearly expressed, that L 
refrain from wearying you with their repetition.

Banque d’Escompte that these bons de caisse” are “not notes within the meaning 
of the rerm as employed in the Imperial Bank's Concession,” we ean only observe 
that this expressed opinion furnishes us with a strong argument against reference to 
arbitration at The Hague. Bnt there is no party with whom to arbitrate, secing that we 
are in accord with his Imperial Majesty tlie Shab and his Ministers as to the nature of the 
notes; and the proposal to arbitrate is a mere attempt of the Persian Government to 
temporize, and avoid or escape from an exceedingly disagreeable position. Additional 
reasons against arbitration will probably occur to His Majesty's Governinent, 

‘The Directors of the Imperial Bank sce no solution to the difficulty which the 
audacity of the Russian Bank and the weakness of the Persian Government have allowed 
to be created except by energetic action of [lis Majesty's Government: in defence of the 
adinitted rights of the only great British institution in the Persian Empire, by demanding 
redress or compensation, 

Should our monopoly of note-issue be successfully challenged, defied, and broken 
down, it will be necessary to reconsider the position of the Imperial Bank in Persia, aud 
to invite His Majesty's Government to support our just demand for adequate compensati 
the amount of which only experis can determine,

Your Highness is no doubt aware that in all countries the issue of paper-money 
representing the current coins of tle Realin is the sote right of the Governinent of tha 
country, and no one else's, 

‘The Imperial Government of Persia, however, has transferred this right throughout 
ail Persia to the Imperial Bank of Persia by virtue of a valid Concession, und. this 
Concession is accompanied by several conditions. Of these conditions one is ‘this, that 
the Imperial Bank must Keep in reserve under control of Goveroment officers. the 
equivalent value of its notes in circulation in cash, so that in the event of any accident 
the Imperial Government may rest assured that the value of the notes which are in 
circulation in the hands of the people of Persia exists in cash in the treasury of the Bunk 
for reserve, and that those whio possess its notes can be paid on presentation, Further, 
othier conditions likewise exist showing the validity of the Concession that has been given 
to the Bank for issuing notes, 

‘Under these circumstances the issue of the above-stated notes in Yeud is contrary to 
rales, and will cause difficulty for the Local Government for not having prevented  thoir 
circulation, 

On receipt of this telegram you must, without fail, give strict orders that such 
amount of these notes as is in the hands of the people be at once collected, their 
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Tull value be recovered ftom the Kaemia Coinpany at Yezd, and paid to the owners 
of them, 

Farther, that all notes thus collected, along with all others that may be in the 
possession of the issuing Company, must all be seized and destroyed. You must also 
give notice to all the people that henceforth whoover accepts these iiotes for mon 
hig money is lost, aud he will personally be eld responsible before the Imperial 
Government. 

In addition to this, the above-mentioned Company must certainly pay a considerable 
fine to the Local Government for having taken such a wrong step. 

You must, without delay, act upon the terms of this telegram, and acquaint me with

VHE Bakhtiari Chiefs are now, as has been the ease since the death of Husein 
Kuli Khan, divided into two factions. 

At the liead of the one is the Sip Mohamed Husein Khan, who is supported 
by numerous brothers; the other consists of the brothers of {sfondiar Kian, the oldest 
of whom is Samsim-eseSultanch, with whom are associated Salar Arfur and Haji Ali

Reis-ut-Tajjar who had made the offer, On this, the Mowaffik-ul-Mulk wired to the 
Hashmat that the Vizier had informed him that a purchaser had been found, and 

Hashmiat concluded that the purehuser was the Russian Bank, and informed the 
British authorities in Scistan accordingly. 

» the Muavin-utPujjar, who had advanced the Governor-General 
about 66,000 tomans on his appointment, was getting anxious to sce some of his 
money back again. ‘The Muavin-ut-Tujjar was annoyed, too, at getting no reply te 
the numerous letters he had written to the Hashmat, and began to open negotiations 
with the authorities here independently of the Mowaiik-ul-Mulk, and decided to 
accept the 16,000 kharwars (less 2,000 used locally for feeding ‘troops, &e.) for 
0,000 tommus, in part payment of the Governor-General’s debt to him. | ‘The 
Mowaifik-ul-Mulk remonstrited on the unfriendly action of the Munyin-ut-Puj 
but the latter declared that the bargain was concluded, and that he would not go bnel 
‘on its he proposed moreover, to take charge of the grain himself and sell it at hi 
own price, ‘the Governor-Gencial when approached on the subject of the salo of te 
grain denied in the most emphatic terms that he had any intantion of selling it to 
the Russian Bank, and the Vizier also supported his assertion in the clearest terms, 
‘The Governor-General also gave mo a written assurance that the grain would not he 
sold to the Russian Bank, “T wrote and asked him, too, for a written assurmnee that 
he would not sell the rin without giving me due warning of the names of the 
intonding purchasers. te promised to send a reply to this, and in the meantime 
told tho Attaché that the threat fo sell to a purchaser was made to fores the Hashmiat 
to come to terms. He added that if the Hashmat. still refused to come to terms, he 
would send a mmnur to Seistan to take charge of the grain, but he thought the mere 
idea of  mamur being sent would frighten the Hashmat into accepting 

On the Sth November the Attaché again went to seo the Go 
try to xet an answer to my last official lotter referred to above, 
General informed hin that the geain lind been sold to the Muavin-ut-Tujjar, and that 
oue Abdul Karim Agha Janoff, a Jew, was being sent’ to Seistan to take charge of 
the grain, ‘this Abdul Karim ‘is an agent and broker of the Russian Bauk, and about 
month ago I received information trom a crustworthy source that he was goin; 
down to Seistan as agent of the Russian Rank to take charge of the sub-branch ol 
the bank which is shortly to be opened there. Abdul Karim is the Muavineut-'\ 
factotum, and also carries on trate with the money supplied by the Munvineut-'njjar, 
Horrowed from the Russian Bank. T protested’ against such am arrangement, and 
asked for « personal interview with the Governor, 1 suw the Governor-Genoral on 
the afternoon of the 9th November; he informed me at oncé that on rveoiving my 
protest and being satisfied after inquiries that Abdul Karim was really [tus 
agent, he had cancelled the bargain. ‘The Governor-Genoral said that if he sold. the 
zrain to any outsider, he would first take a written undertaking tliat the grain sliowld

On the evening of the 9th November the birthday dinner was held, and 
tle Governor-General’s behaviour at dinner has been made the subject of a separate 
despatch, My relations with the Governor-General have since then heen naturally very 
strained, andT have not been able to have another interview with him until the 
affair is settled.

excuse bevond « handshake, leaving the British guests aghast and breathless at his extra- 
ordinary behaviour, He was followed by his son and by the Karguzar and his assistants, 
‘The Jelal-es-Sultan, brother of the Governor-General, the Vizier, Sipab Salar, and: passport 
otficer, stayed on, and the remainder of the evening passed pleasauitly enough. 

M. Raysacher, the Accountant of the Russian Bank, and one of the three Russian 
guests present, came up to me and remarked un the Governor-General’s * épouvantable” 

M. Raysacher called on me this afternoon (Friday), and again, on his own 
initiative referred to the Governor-General’s disgraceful rudeness, and asked me if | had 
ever seen such an exhibition before, 

From my account it may be iniagined that the Governor-General was drunk, but T do 

not believe this was the case; he is an opium eater, and he may have been stupid and 
muddled on that account. My own impression is that his behaviour was the result of 
sheer stupidity, conceit, and ill-breedin, possible, too, that he may have been 
irritated at my interference over the Seistan grain. ‘There are two other factors in the 
case: Firstly, the Governor-General is so weak, such a puppet, and xo completely in the 
hands of his Vizier, the Reisent-Tjjar and the Muavineut-Tujjnn, that an gcension like 
the one under consideration is about the only tine he ever gets a chance of asserting 
himself’ and showing that he is really Governior-General of Khorassan ; secondly, 1 have 
not the least doubt that the Karguzar was partly responsible for the matter of the tonsts 
at any rate. For the last fortnight the Karguzar has been getting on friendly terms with the 
Governor-General, The Karguzar las, moreover, for some tine past lost no chance of 
annoying us whenever possible, and Colonel Whyte has previously strongly advocated his 
removal, ‘The Karguzar acts as Master of the Ceremonies on such occasions ax an official 
dinner, and he told the Governor-General to take all the three toasts of the evening, he 
sat next to the Governor-General, and was constantly whispering to him during’ the 
dinner. 
On the morning of the 10th November, 1 sent the Attaché to the Governor-General to 
ask an explanation of his bebaviour, telling him that every European present had noticed 
and remarked to me on his rudeness, and that 1 could not possibly overlook it, The 
Governor-General replied that he took the toasts by the Karguzar's directions, and that 
he was unaware of having been rude in any other way, but said he would consult with the 
Karguzar as to what should be done, 

‘The same evening E wrote to both Governor-General and Karguzar, saying that it 
they did not both come and apologize in person, and that if | had not received a written 
assurince to that effect by 12 o'clock noon of ‘the following day, | could delay no longer 
in reporting the matter to the Legation and Government of India, At $80 on the 
following day the Karguzar called, and in the presence of the Attaché made a full and 
unreserved apology, pleading ill-health and the loss of his son on the day before the 
dinner as having upset him and caused him to make such a mistake. ‘The Karguzar said 
he would at once go and see the Governor-General and fix the bour for his visit in the 
afternoon, and asked me if 1 would he satisfied with a visit and apology trom the 
Govemnor-General’s son. This I declined, and gave him up till uoon to settle the matter, 

‘he Karguzar, [may remark, is an extremely clever and experienced offical, and 
fully realized that the matter had gone further, and become a great deal more serious, than 
he probably ever expected or intended, and he was genuinely alarmed about his shure in 
the matter. I could hardly get rid of him, and on leaving he returne:! several tines to 
shake my hand again and assire me of his future good behaviour, 

1 am informed on good authority, and in addition to the Karguzar’s statement, that 
the Governor-General intended to come round and apologize, but that his Vizier stepped 
invat the last moment ani dissiaded him. “About noon 1. received an evasive letter from 
the Governor-General, and have beard nothin from him since, 

The whole affair is most unfortunate, coming us it does when the Seistan grain 
‘question is in such a doubtful state, and I would gladly have avoided any incident; but 1 
venture to think that you will agree with me that I simply could not afford to let the 
matter slide, and that as the Governor-General had refused to apolog 
but to reter the matter to you.

You will observe that there were practically four stages in the controversy :

Tt is 
also probably true that in the eyes of the Eastern world the indignity which the 
Persian Government endeavoured to place upon me will have recoiled upon then,

Tt is even likely, as Sir A. Hardinge pointed ont to me, that the Persians may 
represent themselves as the injured parties, and myself as having rudely refused the 
courtesies of His Majesty the Shab 

It will be for His Majesty's Government to decide what value to attach to these 
pleas. On the other side, there will probubly be quarters in which the incident will be 
represented as a serious rebuil to His Majesty’s Government, and as a deliberate affront 
to the Government of India, 

‘The fact remains, in either case, that the Representative of the British Sovereign, 
travelling in circumstances of peculiar state and iinportance, was so treated by the 
Persian authorit irect orders from their Sovereign, that he had no alternative 
but to decline the slight that was attempted to be placed upon him, 

Before this letter has reached you explanations will probably have been forth= 
coming from the Persian Goverament, which will have shown their view of thy ense, 
Unless these supply an excuse which cannot at present be anticipated, His Majesty's 
Gorernment will, doubtless, eonsiler the propriety of demanding an ample apology 
or compensation for condivet which was as disoourteous as it was unsuspected anil 
unprovoked.

On the 27th October Sir A. Hardinge telegephed to me the programme that lie 
was proposing to the Persian Government for my recoption in Persian ports, At that 
time it was contemplated that the Ala-ud-Dowlih (Governor-General of Pars) should 
receive me not merely at Bushire, but also at Bundor Abbas, the first place at which 1 
was to touch on the Porsian coast, According to this prograinme the Governor 
General was to receive mo at the landing-place, to accompany me to the British 
Consulate, and to pay me the first official visit there, I was to teturn his visit at his 
official residence and to dine with him in. the evening. 

‘This arrangement was at once accepted hy m¢, was submitted by Sir A, Handings 
to the Persian authorities, and was similarly accepted by them, It was in accordance 
with the ordinary diplomatic usage, under which the lost pays the first visit’ to the 
uest, and under which a foreign Sovereign or his Delegate frequently maketithe 
Embassy, Legation, or residence of his local Representative his official” quarters for 
the timé being.

1. Meanwhile Sir A’ Hardinge had left Tehran, and in his absence an attempt 
was unfortunately made to alter the arrangements that had been accepted on both 
sides, Mr, Grant Duff telegraphed on the 28th October, that even though I could 
ot stay ashore at Bushire, the Persian Government hoped I would accept an official 
tesidence, where the Governor-General could pay me his visit, What the Persian 
Government were really aiming at (though I did not see it at the time) was contained 
in the concluding words of the telegram : 

“Jf Viceroy bas not an official residenee provided by Persi

My telegam was crossed by one from Sir A. Mardinge from Kashan, 
disapproving of the alterations proposed in iis absence.

‘The 
Minister expressed his deep regret at the manner in which the ease had been handled, 
The Shah had desired sincerely to show all possible marks of vespeet 10 the Viceroy, 
and had sent the Ala-ed-Dowleh down to Bushire on purpose to do honour to him, 
The Persian Government had moreoyer been perfectly re: to meet Lord Curzon’s 
wishes in the matter of the provision of an official residenee. I said that T was afraid 
that there had heen serious mismanagement by the Persian officials, and 1 thought it 
particularly unfortunate that they should have suggested to the Viceroy that he should 
receive the Ala-cd-Dowleh’s visit in th I's own house, an arrangement which 
was clearly improper. ‘Te Minister he ne means might be found of closing 
the painful di ion to which these events had given rise.
